aged seventy years, arraigned personally before this tribunal, 

and kneeling before you, most Eminent and Reverend Lord Cardinals, 
Inquisitors general against heretical depravity throughout the 
whole Christian Republic, having before my eyes and touching with 
my hands, the holy Gospels. . . abjure, curse, and detest the 
aforesaid errors and heresies (that the sun is the center of the 
world and immovable, and that the earth is not the center of the 
world, and moves), and generally every other error and sect what- 
soever contrary to the said Holy Church. . ." Catholicism think
